Several candidates who were elected 


to ttie Legislature have failed to Hie 
the r a WOTII statements, as required by 
tho Punty law, and if the law hold* 
Hood, are not entitled to their seats. 
Among those who ate very well known 
are Lem Allen of Churchill, elected to 
the lower house, and Flanigan of 
Waehoe Senator-elect. 


Ttie men will only be refused their 
seats in case the candidate on the 
ticket receiving the next highest num- 
ber of votes makes a contest. 


It is not likely that they will do this, 
a* no one with a particle of fairness or 
self-respect would seek to occupy a 
sent in the Legislature when a major- 
ity of the voters in his county bad reg- 
istered their preference at the polls in 
favor of some other candidate. 


Those who might be entitled under 
the law to make a contest on the tech- 
nicality thus afforded, will be held in 
much greater reapeot by their fellow- 
citizens if they refrain from taking ad- 
vantage of it.—Canon Appeal. 


The Appeal ia mistaken in its infer- 


ence that the candidate receiving the 
next highest vote could legally be 
seated in the Legislature. He would 
have no more claim than a citizen who 
bad received no votes at all. The seat 
could only be declared vacant and a 
special election called to fill the va- 
cancy. The same with all offices made 
vacant because of any disqualifications 
of the canci.date receiving the largest 
number of votes. In State and county 
offices in such cases, however, the va- 
cancy is filled by appointment by the 
Oovernor or Board of County Com- 
missioners. Such is not the case with 
members of the Legislature. 
Each 


branch ia the judge of the qualifica- 
tions of its own members, and unless 
the seat is contested by another candi- 
didato upn.i the ground of a miscount 
or some illegality of a portion of the 
vote by which the highest candidate 
was counted in, that branch cannot 
consider the cluims of the person re- 
ceiving the next highest vote. In the 
cases referred to there can be no such 
ulnim, as the majorities are too large. 
The seats can only be filled by the 
highest candidate or declared vacant 
and H new election called. The Appeal 
however, is correct in its assertion that 
no fair minded man would occupy a 
position for which he had been de- 
feated at the polls. But, fortunately, 
the law prevents such class of persons 
from doing so.

NBWI.ANUB IK-TEKVIEffTED. 


He Announces Himself • Candidate for 


V. 8. Senator— Cogent Beacon* Given 
for Entering the Field Against Stew- 
art, IVbo Wai Repudiated by the 
People of tbe State. 
The following was received (special) 


by telegraph to the JOURNAL : 


WINNBMOOOA, Nev., Deo. 3,1898.—Mr. 


Newlands, while on bis way to Wash 
ington, was interviewed as to the Sena- 
torial question and as to his possible 
candidacy, by the Silver Slate. He said: 
"I had some idea of offering myselfas 
a candidate for Senator prior to the 
State Convention, but before coming 
to a conclusion I proposed after tbe 
adjournment of Congress to go through 
the State and ascertain the sentiment 
of Silver men generally, aa I was un- 
willing to do anything which would 
disrupt the Silver organization and I 
(eared that a contest between Stewart 
and myself might result in this. Ill- 
neess prevented me from getting about 
tho State and shortly before the con- 
vention metl concluded, in the interest 
of general harmony, to run for Con- 
gress again and I was nominated by 
tho Silver party on a platform which 
indorsed Stewart for tbe Senatorahip. 


The State ticket of the Silver party 


was elected with tbe exception of tbe 
candidate for Superintendent of Pub- 
lic Instruction. 


"As to the Senatorial contest it was 


not conducted on straight party lines. 
The politico! forces divided themselves 
into Stewart and anti-Stewart, and the 
lines were drawn everywhere on this 
issue. 


"The Stewart forces were beaten and 


Stewart has lost the Legislature. The 
anti-Stewart forces have not declared 
;hemselvoa in favor of any particular 
man and my name ie mentioned us one 
upon which all can uiiue. The ques- 
tion is whether I can honorably be a 
candidate under tbe circumstances. My 
opinion is that I can and I have conr 
eluded to announce myself as a candU 
date. 


"So far as t»y duty to support Stew- 


art wag concerned, it was fully per- 
formed u}> to the day of election. The 
people of tbe State of Nevada then de- 
clared against Stewart. It was no part 
of my duty to aid in reversing their 
decision. 


' About the time I announced myself 


as a candidate for Congress, W. E. 
Sharon told Stewart's manager, Wal- 
lace, that Stewart was to have the 
Held free from any opposition on my 
pait, bnt that if Stewart failed to carry 
bis legislative ticket the field would be 
open and that I would be at liberty to 
pursue such course as my judgment 
approved. As to my personal relations 
with Stewart they have been strained 
For some time. Soon after the Silver 
party convention adjourned, Stewart 
and bia manager, Wallace, attempted 
So intrigue with the Republicans re- 
garding their Congressional nominee. 
Their purpose was to defeat me or force 
me to contribute liberally to the cam- 
paign '.'and and thus help along Stew- 
art's candidacy. The Purity of Elec- 
tions law did not apply to the Senator- 
ship, but did apply to Congressman. 
It forbade me under tbe penalties of 
the law, to spend over a certain- sum 
and compelled me to make oath as to 
my expenditure?, and not to reimburse 
expenditures made by others in my be- 
half. I declared that I proposed to 
adhere strictly to the law. They were 
contemptuous as to my conscientious 
scruples and endeavored to create the 
Impression among the candidates and 
voters, and with newspapers, that I was 
close and mean, and that economical, 
not oonaclentoua considerations con- 
trolled me. The material which Wreo, 
the Populist candidate for Congress 
made use of in bis open letter to me 
was brought by Stewart from Wash- 
ington for tbe purpose of attacking me 
in case I should be a Senatorial candi- 
date. It was turned over to Wren in 
order to help him beat me. Every- 
where the hostility, duplicity and 
treachery of Stewart and Wallace were 
apparent. While I waa conscious of 
this, I determined not to retaliate. I 
maintained good faith in everything-. 


" I have always subordinated my per- 


sonal feelings to tbe silver cause. 
Loyalty to tbe cause, however, no 
longer requires this sacrifice of me, as 
the people evidenced by their votes at 
the recent election that they consid- 
ered me aa good a silver man as Stewart 
in returning me to Congress by a hand- 
some majority, while they decided in 
electing tin unti.Stewart Legislature, 
that they <io not want him to longer 
represent them in the United States 
Senate. 


"I have stood four times the test of 


a popular vote, and I have no doubt I 
can stand the test of a legislative vote."
